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Halt Timber Fire 
After Hard Fight 
At Parlier Farm 


A fire, which was discovered about 
4 
oclock 
Wednesday 
afternoon, 
burned between 30 and 40 acres of 
timber, eight miles from Beardstown 
but was brought under control be- 
fore adjacent timberland was de- 
stroyed. 


The fire, of undetermined origin, 
started in the timber on the land 
belonging to Tom Parlier, whose 
farm is located about eight miles 
south of Beardstown. The 
blaze 
damaged the timber as well as a 
saw mill, located there, and owned 
by E. H. Hays. 


Approxiatemlv 30 men. the ma- 
jority of them farmers in that sec- 
tion, gathered at the scene of the 
fire and were successful in keeping 
the blaze from spreading to adjacent 


land and threatening nearby farm 
homes. 


It was reported that the volun- 
teers worked in shifts all night, 
keeping a watch on the fire and pre- 
venting small fires from spreading. 


At the saw mill, the steam engine 
was damaged by the fire, and the 
sawdust pile was destroyed, but not 
too much damage was done to the 
lumber, as volunteers brought trucks 
to the mill and hauled away the 
¡lumber piles. Virtually all the lum- 
ber was saved, it was reported here. 


Dollar loss in the fire was not too 
great, according to early reports, in- 
asmuch as a great deal of the timber 
had already been cut. 


Volunteer fire-fighters did a he- 
roic job in keeping the flames from 
spreading"* to 
nearby 
farms 
and 
homes. The high wind threatened 
to carry the flames beyond the Par- 
lier timberland, but the men man - 
aged to keep the blaze under con- 
trol by starting back-fires and also 
by topping some of the trees in the 
timberland.

Crop Production 
Control Appears 
To Be Unneeded 


Washington, Nov. 11—(^—Mid- 
western farmers apparently 
have 
been saved from rigid crop produc- 
tion controls in 1950 by Harvest- 
time reductions in this year's official 
production estimates. 


During the summer growing sea- 
son, controls appeared 
inevitable 
next year on two major midwestern 
crops—corn and wheat. 


But wheat failed to turn out as 
well as had been forecast. As a con- 
sequence, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment announced in July that wheat 
marketing 
quotas 
would 
not 
be 
necessary next year. 


Corn appeared to be in line for 
quotas until the Agriculture Depart- 
ment issued a semi-final report yes- 
terday showing a decline of 119,- 
000,000 bushels in prospect for this 
crop. The revised estimate is a crop 
of 3.358,000.000 bushels. 


This reduction in corn apparently 
has pulled It down below ,the level 
at which, under farm laws, the De- 
partment would be required to pro- 
pose marketing quotas. No final de- 
vision is expected, however, until 
after the December crop report is is- 
sued. 


Midwetsern farmers will produce 
next year's corn and wheat crops 
under government planting allot- 
ments. Allotments tell a farmer just 
how much land he should plant to a 
given crop. While he is free to ignore 
them, only those farmers complying 
are eligible for government price 
supports on the crops. 


Quotas are much more restrictive 
than allotments in their effect on 
production. Sales in excess of a 
quota are subject to a heavy penalty 
tax. Because they are more restric- 
tive. thev must be approved by at 
least two thirds of the growers voting 
in a referendum.

"On the 11th hour of the 11th day 
of the 11th month of the year 1918— 
31 years ago today—the Armistice 
ended World War I. That first global 
war began August 1, 1914, and con- 
tiiued through more that four pur- 
gatorial years, costing millions of 
lives and multiplied billions of treas- 
ure. 


Birth of The Legion 


Out of that terrible conflict was 
born The American Legion which 
solemnly pledged and consecrated 
itself 'to uphold and defend the Con- 
stitution of the United States of 
America; to maintain law and or- 
der; to foster and perpetuate a one 
hundred per cent Americanism; to 
preserve the memories and incidents 
of our associations in the Great 
War; to inculcate a sense of individ- 
ual obligation to the community, 
state and nation; to combat the au- 
tocracy of both the classes and the 
masses; to make right the master of 
might; to promote peace and good 
will on earth; to safeguard and 
transmit to posterity the principles 
of Justice, Freedom and Democracy; 
to consecrate and sanctify our com- 
radeship by our devotion to mutual 
helpfulness.' That faith of purpose 
the American Legion still upholds. 


But in less than a quarter of a 
century after World War I totalit- 
arian states were again 
plotting 
world conquest. Thirteen years after 
Armistice Day, in 1931, Japan in- 
vaded Manchuria, and in 1937 be- 
gan the invasion of China; Italy fol- 
lowed suit and subjugated Ethiopia. 
In 1939, Germany subdued Poland (a 
land of 30 million people) in 18 days, 
and in quick succession conquered 
Holland, Belgium, Norway, 
Den- 
mark, Austria and 
the 
Balkans, 
France, invaded Russia and Greece; 
and the blitzkrieg became a world 
conflagration.

In imagination, 
on this Armistice Day, we can see 
the little white crosses underneath 
all skies around the globe where our 
comrades have fallen in defense of 
the faith that is America. So, may 
we truly say with Lincoln, "It is for 
us, the living to be dedicated here 
to the unfinished work which they 
who fought here have thus far so 
nobly advanced.
